Bigamy.

Thomas Holland, the well-known horse 
trainer, was exam ined before Justice 
Taney yesterday on a charge of suborna­ 
tion to bigamy. 
H e was held to answer 
to the Superior Court, and his bond fixed 
at $1,000. 
This is a part of tbe Holland-Foster 
affair whish was chronicled in the H kr- 
a i.d about two months ago. 
A man 
by 
the name of Foster, from Des 
Moines, Iowa, 
came 
to 
Los An­ 
geles at 
that time 
and declared 
that the woman with whom Holland was 
then living and whom he had married 
some months before at Lamanda Park, 
was tbe legal wife of Foster himself. The 
woman and Holland were both arrested 
—she on a charge of bigamy, and he on 
the charge to which he is now held to 
answer. Mrs. Foster-Holland claimed to 
be very indignant with her former hus­ 
band for turning up when he was not 
wanted, and declared th at whatever 
m ight be the outcome of the affair she 
would never have anything to do with him 
again. H e visited her several tim es at 
the jail and at first she refused to talk 
with him . 
Gradually, however, the 
weeks of confinement began to tell upon 
her spirits, and she listened more patient­ 
ly to what Foster had to say. Then it 
came to pass without any very good rea­ 
son being offered that the case against 
Mrs. Foster waa dismissed. She was al­ 
lowed to go free, but the charge against 
Holland her partner in the affair was 
still maintained. 
This latter charge came up for exam­ 
ination yesterday. 
The plea made by 
the defense was that the man Holland 
did not know th at Foster and his wife 
were married to one another, but bad 
supposed that she was living with him 
as his mistress. 
Her own declaration to 
this effect was testified to by various 
witnesses. 
She declared, however, on 
the witness stand th at H olland knew 
very well w hat he was doing when he 
married. The court decided the he had 
no power to dismiss the case, and it will 
go the Superior Court. 
Foster and his wife have made up and 
are now living together. 
Holland inti­ 
mates th at there is some very good 
reason for the pressing of the case against 
him while the woman is allowed to go 
free.

Los Angeles is to have another rail­ 
road. 
Application was made to the 
Board of Supervisors yesterday on behalf 
of the Los Angeles and Eastern Road for 
a franchise over the following route: 
Commencing a t Arroyo Seco and the city 
limits and through the Rancho La 
Canada to the headquarters of the North 
Fork of the Arroyo, or a cafion within 
three miles of 
Arroyo Seco; thence 
through north one-half of township 2 
north, range 11, sections 12 and 13 west, 
to th e west of Summit station on the 
Southern 
Pacific 
Railroad; 
thence 
through township 5 north, range 11 west, 
township 5, 6, 7 and 8 north, range 
8, 9, 10 and 
11 west, to a point 
in the northern or western boundary line 
of the county. 
The petition was pre­ 
sented over the signatures of N. B. 
Brown, of Concordia, Kas., and W. B. 
Nisbet, Thos. J . Rusk, T. J . Cuddy and 
J. Marion Brooks, of Los Angeles, and 
descriptive m aps were filed with the 
appeal. 
Investigation of the m atter resulted as 
follows: The road is to be constructed 
to San Francisco hnd will be operated as 
a local line between that city and Los 
Angeles, it also being hinted th a t con­ 
nections are to be made with an Eastern 
road which will give a fast line to Chicago 
and consequently to all points east of 
the river. 
W hat road it is intended to 
join is not at present made public, al­ 
though the only available route that 
appears on the surface is via the Central 
Pacific and Union Pacific roada, which 
certainly does not make the shortness of 
the new line apparent. 
For the present 
the projectors will be content with build­ 
ing through to San Francisco, and they 
announce that their line will run through 
Ventura county, so it is evidently to be 
another coast route. Complete surveys, 
as far as this countv is concerned, have 
been made by Mr. Thomas J . Rusk and 
the request now made is simply for 
privilege to operate passenger and freight 
trains over th e county roads and pa ses, 
it being announced th at the company 
will look after all rights-of-way over 
Government and private lands. 
The 
five nam es given as applicants for the 
franchise only form part of the company, 
which consists of nine individuals, tbe 
other four nam es being reserved for pub­ 
lication later on. The road Is to be 
built by Eastern capital, but will be 
operated locally with headquarters in 
this 
city. 
The 
Southern 
Pacific 
tracks 
will 
be 
used 
by 
the 
trains 
for 
a 
good 
part of 
the road, though between what points is 
not yet made public. The surveyors say 
that their route is a very pretty one and 
will be popular for travel, and another 
additional feature in its favor is that 
there will be no very heavy grades to 
contend with, and the cost of construc­ 
tion will not therefore be very heavy. It 
will of course be supposed that the road 
will ultimately fall into the hands of the 
Santa 
Fe 
Railroad 
Company, but 
the 
projectors 
of 
the 
scheme do 
not openly 
countenance 
any 
such 
6cheme at present and insist that it will 
be operated purely as a local line. The 
fact th at the W ilbur railroad has been in 
a state of stagnation for some tim e past 
has evidently had a good deal to do with 
devising the scheme for there is no ques­ 
tion th at a competing line to the north 
would be profitable apart from the 
position 
th at 
it 
would 
occupy as 
a bait for any transcontinental railroad 
running into Southern California that 
wished to break up the monopoly that 
the Southern Pacific enjoys regarding the 
San Francisco business. Tho petition is 
to be heard on the 22*1 inst. and the ap­ 
pellants declare that if the franchise is 
granted they will settle up the right-of- 
way matters th at are now in abeyance 
ana put graders to work at once.

•"ome time ago the H e r a l d published 
an interview with some gentlemen from 
up country relating to their connection 
with Redondo Beach. 
These gentlemen 
are once more here, as the following 
entries found last night on the register at 
the Nadeau 
Hotel evidence: 
J. C. 
Ainsworth, Oakland; George J. Ains­ 
worth, ditto, R. R. Thompson, San Fran­ 
cisco. To old-timers on the Coast it is 
needless to explain who these gentlemen 
are. Captain J . C. Ainsworth and Cap­ 
tain R. R. Thompson invaded the wilds 
* * * Where rolls the Oregon 
And hears no sound save Its own washing, 
Probably early in the forties. They 
brought little with them beyond a hat 
full cf brains and a strong will. 
It waa 
they who sailed the first river steamers 
on the waters of the lovely W alamet and 
lordly Columbia. It was they who built 
up that great concern, the Oregon Navi­ 
gation Company, into a colossal affair 
thirty years before H enry Yillard and 
his Northern Pacific scheme were heard 
of. 
Captain Ainsworth has come down 
over the Cascades of the 
Columbia 
when it was 
boiling 
like a very 
devil’s cauldron in the great steam er 
Shoshone. So swift ran the current that 
a rudder was useless, and there were 
rocks in alm ostevery foot of the channel. 
The time that steamer made a? they 
shot down there, stern foremast, was 
probably never equaled by any craft in 
the world, unless it be some luckless boat 
caught in the rapids above Niagara. 
Captain George J. Ainsworth is a son of 
J. C. 
He is a W est Pointer and 
served for several years in the army. 
He returned some time ago and went 
into business, for which he has devel­ 
oped as much talent as his father—and 
th at is no trifle. Captain Thompson 
since he left Oregon has given the charm ­ 
ing town of Alameda a fine water sys­ 
tem . and has been engaged in other 
heavy exploits. 
He 
owns the old 
Niantic building in San Francisco and 
much other property in th at city. Cap­ 
tain Ainsworth, pf-re, lives in the resi­ 
dence 
of 
the 
literateur, 
J. 
Ross 
Browne, which he purchased 
years 
ago, 
and of 
which 
he has made 
a paradise. 
Captain Ainsworth fiU ran 
for State Senator in the late election, 
but failed to connect, as he is a good 
Democrat, and 
Alamdda 
is awfully 
black” in politics. 
They are here again to look after their 
latest pet scheme at Redondo B each; 
and bo enamored are they of this section 
that they seem unable to get enough of 
it. They have bought into Inglewood as 
well as Redondo, and now practically 
control thiB company also. 
As to their plans, they said last night 
to a H e r a l d reporter th at they had not 
much to add to what is already known. 
Captain Ainsworth, Sr., said: We do 
not at all intend to do any ‘‘booming.” 
We already have gone auietly to work 
and given the settlers at Kedondo some­ 
thing very much needed in a supply of 
pure, fresh water for domestic purposes. 
The supply is ample and the fluid is 
pure. That is a great thing. Then we 
intend at a near day to eet to work to 
build a hotel at the beach. We have made 
the beet of term s with the railroad 
people, and we think we have property 
here which will justify some considerable 
expenditure to bring out. 
But first of all we want a wharf. 
At 
Redondo is one of the very best places 
for shipping on this lower Coast. The 
water is deep. 
The place is sheltered 
from the only quarter whence storms 
come in this section. 
Already many of 
our friends in Oakland and San Francisco 
urge us to complete our wharf in order 
that they may ship coal and lum ber in 
at th at point. The arrangements are all 
made for this and work will begin very 
soon. 
Then we are looking at plans for the 
hotel. I am not able to Btate just when 
the work on this will begin, nor just 
what plan we shall adopt, but we will 
not w ait long, and the hotel will be first- 
class in all respects. 
It will be some­ 
thing Los Angeles will not be ashamed 
to show. 
As 
to 
Inglewood, 
there are 
no 
new 
plans. 
We

Last Saturday the first lum ber was left 
on either side of the Wash for the bridge 
which is to connect the two cities of A n­ 
aheim and Fullerton.

bridge will be twenty feet wide in the 
clear and 510 feet in length. About forty 
yards beyond the north end of the bridge 
the road turns at a right angle to the 
Spadra road and thence on to the corner 
and to Fullerton. 
The bridge being 
as wide as the one at Orange over the 
Santiago creek, it is believed to be wide 
enough to allow of a horse car track in 
the near future when it shall be built, 
and the only objection is the two sharp 
angles which, however, often occur in 
street railroad building.

C a p tain s A in sw o rth and Thompson 
have become heavily interested in Ingle­ 
wood, having purchased large blocks of 
the company's stock. They propose to 
build a big hotel at Redondo and improve 
the harbor facilities of that place. These 
are the gentlemen who were largely con­ 
cerned in exploiting the Oregon Naviga­ 
tion Company before Villard got control 
of it. The evidences multiply every day 
that a great movement of development 
is just ahead for Los Angeles. Ingle­ 
wood is one of the most charming regions 
in Southern California and we are glad 
to be able to record its growth, which is 
more than ever insured when such gen­ 
tlem en as the Messrs. Ainsworth and 
Thompson identify themselves with it. 


A m e r ic a n magazines of high standing 
are discussing the question of suburban 
homes instead of hotels and boarding 
houses as refuges from the heat of 
large cities. 
The discussion is being 
carried on from the standpoint of econ­ 
omy, but more from that of sociology. 
The view generally taken is greatly in 
favor of the suburban hom es, especially 
from the latter point of view. It may 
seem a far-fetched matter to bring up in 
Los Angeles, but a little reflection will 
correct that m istake. Los Angeles City 
is rapidly approximating a population of 
100,000. 
The growth of this city will not 
be checked until it is three times its 
present size. 
Already the heart of the 
city is becoming crowded, and with this 
condition is found of course more tend­ 
ency to sickness th an prevails in small 
places sparsely inhabited. Then from the 
point of economy, as the city increases in 
population rents will become very high. 
There will thus spring up a dem and for 
suburban homes of two classes. 
One is 
the place where wealthy people may go 
and find a cool retreat daring the warm 
months. The other is a place not too 
far from the city and connected there­ 
w ith by means of some sort of a rapid 
transit road, so th at the toiler can come 
in 
in 
the 
morning 
and 
return 
in 
the evening. 
It must not 
be 
over 
from thirty 
to sixty 
minutes 
from the center of the city. In the next 
five years there will be a great demand 
for homes of both these classes. 
For­ 
tunately there is no lack of room. 
For a 
distance of fifteen to fifty miles in all direc­ 
tions are eligible places embracing many 
lovely spots. All tastes can be suited. 
One may have a cottage by the seaside, 
or ha m ay choose a retreat on the brow 
of 
the 
mountain. 
There 
the 
accessible 
foothill 
and 
the 
fertile plain to select from. 
A little ex­ 
penditure of money, patience to wait 
only one year, and any spot selected can 
be m ade beautiful w ith all the flowers 
♦L.f bloom and with a hundred varieties 
of the choicest shrubs and ornamental 
trees. This section is really but a chry­ 
salis. In a few more years it will expand 
into a wonderful beauty, w ith its stately 
homes, its embowered 
cottages, 
its 
flower gardens, lawns and parks. 


W hat Might H ave Been. 
W hile the H e r a l d has no desire to 
disturb Republican jubilation over their 
late victory it is really astonishing what 
a small change in the popnlar vote of 
two States would have altered the result 
aud continued Mr. Cleveland in the 
W hite House for another four years. 
The latest Republican claim Duts their 
majority in the State of New York at 
13,000. 
The change of less than seven 
thousand votes in the Empire State 
would have elected the Democratic can­ 
didate if the Democrats shall prove to 
have carried W est Virginia, with three 
electoral votes to spare. Conceding West 
Virginia to the Republicans, a change of 
less than two thousand votes in the 
Hooeier State would have elected Cleve­ 
land with twelve electoral votes in excess 
of the required 201. 
This view of the 
matter is instructive, to say the least. 
A 
change of less than ten thousand votes 
in two pivotal States bridges the im­ 
mense chasm which separates victory 
from defeat for both of the great national 
parties. Of coarse our Republican friends 
will reply to this view that “ Harrison 
got there, all the sam e,” that “ a miss is 
as good as a m ile,” and so on, but it is a 
striking outcome of a great national con­ 
test iu which both parties put forth un­ 
exampled energies. 
Another peculiar phase of the late con­ 
test is that neither the President nor his 
policy encountered fair play. 
We do not 
mean by this that he was intentionally 
slaughtered in the house of his friends. 
We have yet to see any conclusive evi­ 
dence that he was betrayed by Tammany 
Hall in New York City, as has been so 
freely charged by the enemies of that 
powerful organization. 
The President 
himself has said that Tammany stood 
loyally by him . 
W here Mr. Cleveland 
was unfortunate was in the unfair inter­ 
pretation given to his surplus message of 
last December. Mr. Blaine said that it 
meant free trade. 
Its author said that 
it did not. 
In his letter of acceptance of 
the St. Louis nomination Mr. Cleveland 
restated his position very luminously, 
and he added, “ We have entered upon 
no crusade of free trade.” 
That ought to have settled the m atter 
at least where Democrats were con­ 
cerned. One and all, they ought to have 
accepted Mr. Cleveland’s just and mod­ 
erate interpretation of his own views, 
instead of Mr. Blaine’s prejudfced mis­ 
interpretation of them . 
The Plumed 
Knight raised the cry of “ Free Trade 
in his Paris interview. 
I t was an unjust 
and biased clamor, and yet many Demo­ 
cratic editors and orators were at pains 
to give color to it. 
Few newspaper men in America have 
more ardent adm irers than Mr. Henry 
Wattereon. Few journals wield a greater 
influence than his Louisville Courier- 
Journal. 
But just about the time Mr. 
Cleveland’s true position was about be­ 
ing realized by the people Mr. Wattereon 
would come out in his Couriei-Journal 
with an eloquent tirade embodying the 
most extrem e free trade views, and it 
would be republished in every Republi­ 
can journal in the United States. 
When 
Mr. W atterson would restrain himself for 
a while, some elcqnent and impassioned 
free trader, like Senator Vest, would be 
found to step into the breach aud an ­ 
nounce that he would never rest until 
the 
last 
vestige 
of 
protection 
was destroyed. 
Of course the Re­ 
publican editors and orators 
would 
circulate 
these 
views, 
which 
had 
no real connection with the wise and 
conservative position of President Cleve­ 
land, as the true Democratic attitude in 
the m atter, undoubtedly confusing many 
well-meaning voters who, if they had 
understood the President’s exact posi­ 
tion, would certainly have voted for his 
re-election. 
The New York World wo8 a journal 
which religiously adhered to the real 
Democratic position as inspired by Presi­ 
dent Cleveland and outlined in the Mills 
bill. 
In its hum ble way the Los Angeles 
H e r a ld was another. We have no hesi­ 
tation in avowing it as our belief that if 
all the Democratic journals and orators 
had been equally conscientious and pre­ 
cise in advocating the true Democratic 
position, the President would have car­ 
ried New York, Indiana and California 
by larger pluralities than those by which 
he lost them. 


T h u rs d a y ’s Chronicle, basing its judg­ 
ment upon the increase in the vote this 
year over that of 1886, estimates that 
the census of 1890 will show a population 
of 1,600,000 in California, or nearly 
double that disclosed by the census of 
1880. This is quite likely, and it shows 
a most gratifying increaae for the whole 
State. 
Onr contemporary fails to point 
out the fact th at more than half this 
m arvelous advance is in Southern Cali­ 
fornia. In Los Angeles county the vote 
has increased about 132 per cent, in the 
last two years. The Chronicle thinks 
that the outlook for the Golden State is 
especially bright, and predicts a grand 
future for San Francisco. It is undoubt­ 
edly right on both of these propositions. 
A new era is dawning for the Coast. 
This is especially true of the southern 
counties of California. The railway de­ 
velopments already accomplished and 
under way hereabouts will make this 
city one of the greatest railway centers 
of the world, and a grand commercial 
giowth is certain to be its outcome. 
Railways have superseded water ways 
to a great extent. 
It is no longer looked 
upon as of the first importance that a city 
should be situated on a river or harbor. 
In the old days the great rivers of the 
country were looked upon as the only 
proper places in which to locate cities. 
To-day probably three-fourtha of the 
business of Pittsburg and Cincinnati ia 
transacted over their railway connections. 
Their wharves are lined with steam ­ 
boats that have survived their use­ 
fulness, and which have ceased to be 
a source of profit to their owners. 
The transcontinental railways which 
center in Los Angeles will bring ten 
people annually to Southern California 
to one that arrived in the whole State 
from all sources ten years ago. Our 
innum erable resources are but in the in ­ 
fancy of their development. I t would be 
a gracious and proper thing for the 


Chronicle and other leading San F ran­ 
cisco papers to devote some of their ppace 
occasionally to a frank exposition of the 
attractions of Southern California. Those 
journals ought to realize that the growth 
of any portion of this State is a factor in 
the onward imperial march of their own 
metropolitan city. 
Their failing to do 
this is causing a feeling of alienation in 
the southern portion of the State which 
will undoubtedly tend to vitalize the 
movement for a State of South Cali­ 
fornia. 


N o tw itiista n d in g the assurance that 
Gen. H arrison would in no case tender 
the appointm ent of Secretary of State to 
Mr. Blaine the Associated Press advises 
ub that the overture has already been 
made to the Plumed K night, and that he 
now has the m atter under advisement. 
The Republican 
President-elect could 
not have done less than this. 
The whole 
issue of the campaign was created by 
Mr. Blaiue and all its animation and pur­ 
pose on the Republican side em anated as 
directly from him as does light from the 
sun. There has been as yet nothing dis­ 
closed which indicates what Blaine’s 
course will be, although the precedent 
set by iiiui when Garfield was elected 
ought to be evidence enough th at Jam es 
<?. ha? a weakness for the portfolio of the 
State D epartm ent. 
The suggestion has 
been made that the Plumed Knight should 
be sent as Ambassador to the court oi 
St. Jam es, instead cf M inister Plenipo­ 
tentiary and Envoy Extraordinary, the 
usual and recognized status of American 
ministers to foreign countries. This was 
advanced as a very polite way of getting 
rid of J . G. B. 
It would be very offen­ 
sive to the people of the United States, 
who do not wish to see any new fangled 
offices created to suit his hum or or that 
of any other /uan. 
Very m uch more 
illustrious met. than he have acted as 
Ministers 
tc 
foreigD courts, notably 
Thomas Jeffe.- son, who represented this 
country at the court of France. 
While 
there would i-e objections to this new 
fangled exped ent to cater to the vanity 
or self-importance of the Republican 
Warwick, th e great body of the American 
^►eople would be quite content to see him 
at the head of H arrison’s cabinet. They 
think th at he has earned this recogni­ 
tion. 
While he has a lot of enemies in 
his own party, he has ten friends within 
its ranks to one that any other Republi­ 
can can claim. 
He has trium phed over 
the whole Mugwump crowd at the polls, 
and it is very unlikely that he will allow 
the fruits of victory to slip irom his 
grasp. 
He would be a very c-ccentric 
politician if he did. The fact th at his 
enemies don’t want him in th e Cabinet 
will In all probability make the Pine Tree 
statesman inflexible in his determ ination 
to sit at its head.

POWPERLY’S PEOPLE 


His Administration Heartily 
Endorsed. 


BARRY'S EXPULSION SUSTAINED. 


Women Protest Against Admitting: 
Chinese to Membership In 
the K. of L.

In d ia n a p o lis, November 17.—In this 
morning’s session of the Knights of Labor 
Congress the Committee on the State of 
the Order got the floor ahead of the 
Grievance Committee, and the time was 
devoted to hearing its reports. On recom­ 
mendation of this committee the Treas­ 
urer was ordered to pay delegates mile­ 
age on the last day of the session at the 
rate of 4 cents a mile each way. 
In view of the small sum reported in 
the treasury, fears had been expressed 
that there would be no money on hand 
to pay the mileage. 
This morning it 
was aunounced that $5,000 had been re­ 
ceived by the Treasurer since November 
1st, and of this $335 was from new 
charters. 
A re y v ^ n ta tjy e oí Glass- 
Working District Assembly 300 
an­ 
nounced that in ta-e of need they had 
$100,000 from which the General Execu­ 
tive Board could draw as 
much as 
needed. District Assembly 48, of Cin­ 
cinnati, offered $3,000 as a gilt and others 
volunteered various sums, making an 
aggregate of $150,000. Liberal subscrip­ 
tions were offered by nearly every dele­ 
gate. This was regarded practically as 
an endorsement of, and an expression of 
confidence in, the present adm inistration, 
which indicates that the present General 
Master W orkman’s advice will be taken, 
and that he will be urged to remain in 
officej 
A resolution bad been introduced to 
the effect that uo action should be taken 
on the question of immigration restric­ 
tion. Tnis was adversely reported, and, 
after a lively debate in which the ques­ 
tion of foreign immigration was thor­ 
oughly discussed, the committee report 
was adopted. This settled the fact that 
the General Assembly wishes some action 
taken looking toward the restriction of 
foreign immigration, but just what means 
will be taken cannot now be predic‘ed. 
The Committee on State of the Order 
still had the floor when a recess for din­ 
ner was taken. 
BARRY RULED OUT. 
The Barry case came up for considera­ 
tion at the afternoon session. The re­ 
port of the Committee on Appeals and 
Grievances stated that Barry vas ex­ 
pelled for circulating villifying reports 
about his colleagues on the Executive 
Board. 
I t recited the statements and 
allegations made by Barry at various 
times. The Grievance Committee, by a 
unanimous vote, decided in favor of the 
General Executive Board. 
A long de 
bate then ensued. 
George Schilling, of 
Chicago, took the floor ana made a strong 
speech on behalf of Barry. General Mas­ 
ter Workman Powderly made a careful 
statem ent of his side of the case. The 
chief points were the same as those made 
in his annual address. Several other able 
speakers followed, and at the end of the 
debate on roll call, the General Execu­ 
tive Board’s action was sustained by a 
vote of 122 to 24. It is claimed by several 
delegates that of the twenty-four voting 
against the Board, not more than half a 
dozen are actually B airy’s friends, the 
rem ainder they say, voted against the 
Board for legal reasons, and would sup­ 
port Mr. Powderly on any question of 
policy. 
The Barry m atter being Bettled and 
abundant m eans being at the service of 
the Order, the delegates to-night are 
feeling much better than early in the 
week. Powderly seems to be hourly grow­ 
ing stronger among the delegates. Barry 
said to a reporter to-night that he was 
greatly surprised at the action of the 
General Assembly, and said he was more 
than ever prepared to prove every state­ 
ment he has made relative to the doings 
of the general officers. 
“ Now that I have been denied a hear­ 
ing,” said he, “ I shall take my case to 
the high court of public opinion, and I 
believe w:\en the proof is known th at the 
men who control the Knights of Labor 
to-day are living at the expense of 
poverty, they will ne considered the most 
infamous scoundrels that ever lived, and 
become a stench in the nostrils of honest 
men. I have been twenty-two years a 
Trades Unionist and Knight of Labor aud 
never had a speck of dirt on my card. 
I 


people may expect to hear from me daily 
until I have placed these men in their 
true light before the public.” 
Barry has a long statem ent of his case 
which he will give to the public later. 
It is said to be a detailed and very sensa­ 
tional statem ent of w hat he has been 
charging against the general officers of 
the Order.

E d ito r Los A n g e le s C h ris tia n A dvó­ 
c a te —My attention has just been called 
to an editorial in your number of Novem­ 
ber 3d on the subject of “ The Postoffice 
Saloon.” Representing, as you do, a 
large claBS of Christian ladies, worthy 
workers^ in the cause of humanity and 
civilisation, it is of interest to yourself, 
as well as to tliose whose principles you 
advocate, that nothing but solid facts— 
the whole truth and nothing but the 
truth—should appear in your columns. 
Believing that the article above referred 


to is misleading, to say the least, I rely 
on your sense of justice and fairness to 
publish my side of the question. 
In the 
first place your assertion tbat the license 
was obtained through 
misrepresenta­ 
tions as to the nature of the business to 
he established is not borne out by facts, 
no] evidence whatever has been forth­ 
coming tending to prove such » serious 
charge. The license was obtained and 
paid for on trie strength of a written pe­ 
tition of property owners. supported by 
the sworn affidavits of two responsible 
partie*, now in this city. As to the “ char­ 
acter o; the saloon,” the first slur thrown 
thereon has appeared in your paper. The 
facts of the case are as follows: 
A letter signed by Anna T. M cIntosh, 
President W. C. T. U., Eleanor C. Ran­ 
som and Sophie A. Keyes was forwarded 
to the Police Commissioners protesting 
against their action in granting a license 
at the place above named on the ground 
that it “ is a standing menace against the 
safety of our young men and hoys”—no 
protest as to the character of the place 
being included therein. 
Being cited to 
appear before the Board of Police Com­ 
missioners, the proprietors were made 
acquainted with the contents of the letter, 
and through their counsel Judge Reymert 
asked, as a constitutional right, that the 
complaining ladies appear and specify in 
what particular the young men and boys 
had been menaced, and how the Board 
of Police Commissioners had exceeded 
their powers and plain duty as laid down 
in the City Charter. The complaining 
ladies were not present at the hearing, 
and notw ithstanding the repeated re­ 
quests of Counsel they did not m aterial­ 
ize. The printed report of Chief Bene­ 
dict was read to the Board, and is as 
follows: 
Gentlemen—I kaYfe the honor to make the 
following report on matters mi bin it ted to me 
by your honorab e board at the last meeting: I 
have investigated the character of the saloon in 
the baiement of the new PMtOffloe and find that 
the proprietors, Messrs. Amellneau & Goytino, 
are conducting a restaurant at the said place, 
and have only a sideboard from which liquors 
are sold. The said proprietors have the written 
consent of the required nnmber of property- 
owners in the block, and the place Is conduced 
in au orderly manner. I know of uo reHBOD 
why the license for the bar should be revoked 
| Signed J 
H. H. Benedict, 
chief of Police. 
Notwithstanding this report and the 
total absence of proof or witnesses to sub­ 
stantiate the truth of the assertions made 
by the three absent ladies nam ed, the 
Commissioners unanimously voted for 
the revocation of the license, contrary to 
law and equity, stultifying their own 
previous action, ruining two young men 
financially who had invested their all on 
the strength of the license granted by 
this sam e Board one m onth previous. 
No m an at all familiar with the law 
governing such cases will dispute the 
fact th a t the Police Commissioners ex­ 
ceeded their power, which only enables 
them to revoke licenses for cause. 
In regard to the reference made by 
Judge Reym ert, my counsel, to the lot­ 
tery drawing at the O rphans’ Fair and 
the connection 
of Mayor 
Workman 
therew ith, I refer you to the Evening 
Express of October 23, 1888, wherein ap­ 
pears half a column of nam es of ladies 
who had draw n prizes at the lottery, in 
violation of the Penal Code of California, 
section 319, which prescribes punish­ 
ment for such unchristian practice as 
lottery gambling.

and said the Englishmen ought to inform 
the Americans that they cherish no ill- 
feelings towards them .

Lord Randolph attaches the greatest 
importance to the maintenance by Eng­ 
land of an im perturable and friendly at­ 
titude toward the United States. 
He re­ 
garded the attitude taken by Mr. Cleve­ 
land after the rejection of the Fisheries 
treaty by the Senate as an unfortunate 
one. The utm ost allowance ought to be 
made for the American position on the 
Sackville affair, in view of the time at 
which it occurred.

The Memorable Inauguration 
of General Washington. 


GREAT PROCESSION AN1) 
BALD, 


T he P ecu liar A greem ent S igned by 
th e F irs t P resid en t and 
V ice-P resident. 


Action has been taken by the citizens 
of New York regarding a proposed cen­ 
tennial celebration on April 30, 18S9, of 
George W ashington's inauguration a» 
President, and as this m atter is now ho 
fore the public some details of that his­ 
toric ceremony may he interesting. 
On September 13, 1788, the adoption of 
th e Constitution was publicly declared, 
and this city was selected as the seat of 
th e general Government. The City Hall 
iu Wall street, in which the Continental 
Congress had been accustomed to meet, 
was falling to decay. There waB not 
money enough in the city treasury to 
m ake the needed repairs, so a number 
of wealthv gentlem en, under the direc­ 
tion of 
Major i/K nfant, 
subscribed 
the 
necessary 
funds. 
On 
March 
4th, 
178!), 
the 
day 
appointed 
for the assem bling of Congress, bells 
were rung and canon fired, but when the 
hall was thrown open on that day only a 
few members appeared. This was due 
to the bad traveling, which kept away 
the rural Congressmen, and not until 
April tith were there enough present to 
form a quorum. The votes for President 
and Vice-President were counted, and 
George W ashington and John Adams 
were declared elected to those offices. 
Adams, who arrived in New York on 
April 21st, was escorted by Governor 
Clinton and staff and regiments to Kings- 
bridge. There he was received by Con­ 
gressmen am i escorted to the Cify Hall, 
where he delivered his inaugural ad­ 
dress. 
Washington reached the city two days 
later. 
His journey from Mt. Vernon 
was characterized by ovations all the 
way. 
He had wished to travel privately 
and quietly, b ut he found this impossible 
without harshly repelling the heartfelt 
welcome th at was everywhere accorded 
to him . 
Kverywhere he was met with 
enthusiasm , and he could not escape the 
public expressions of gratitude of the 
people for bi8 uoble acuievements. 
At 
Alexandria, Georgetown, Philadelphia 
and other places they burst forth in un­ 
restrained rejoicings. 
The bridge at 
Trenton, over which Washington re­ 
treated before Cornwallis to fall upon the 
enem y's forces at Princeton, was strewn 
with flowers by young ladies. 
A committee of both houses of Con­ 
gress mot the great General at Elizabeth­ 
town Point, where the party took a 
barge for New York. 
Landing at the 
foot of Well street, Governor Clinton, 
his stall', m ilitia and a large concourse of 
citizens received the President with the 
wildest enthusiasm . 
Washington was escorted by a big pro­ 
cession to No. 1 Cherry street, formerly 
occupied by Samuel Osgood, which had 
been prepared for his reception, and 
thence proceeded to the residence of the 
Governor, where he dined. The same 
evening the city was illum inated, ,and 
there fireworks from the Battery to* the 
farthest up-town building. 
The Federal H all was not ready for 
use, and a week elapsed before the ar­ 
rangem ents for the inauguration were 
completed. 
The outer balcony, looking 
down Broad s tre e t, was chosen for this 
great ceremony. 
At 9 a. 
m. on April 
30th religious services were performed in 
all the churches. 
Shortly after noon a 
procession was formed at the house of 
Washington, 
consisting of the 
city 
cavalry, heads of departments and Con­ 
gressmen in carriages, followed by the 
General alone in a carriage, his aid-de- 
cam p and secretary, Colonel H umphreys 
and Tobias Lear, with tho resident 
foreign Ministers in carriages bringing 
up the rear. 
Upon reaching the Senate 
Cham ber, Vicc-l'resident Adams took 
his seat, and after saying that everything 
was ready, rose and proceeded to the 
balcony, followed by the Senate and 
House of Representatives. 
Adams, Knox, Steuben and Hamilton, 
his old 
companions 
in arm s, were 
grouped around Washington as Chancel­ 
lor Livingston adm inistered the oath, 
and as he ended with “ Long live George 
W ashington, the first President of the 
United States," the spectators broke out 
in tum ultuous shouts of rejoicing. 
Returning to the Senate Chamber, 
W ashington delivered his inaugural ad­ 
dress. 
He then proceeded on foot, fol­ 
lowed by a crowd, to St. Paul’s Church, 
w here prayers were said by Bishop Pro­ 
vost. 
In the evening the city was bril­ 
liantly illuminated. 
A m onth later Mrs. W ashington ar­ 
rived, and was received at the Battery 
w ith the Federal salute of thirteen guns. 
During the first session of Congress the 
President lived at the house on Cherry 
street where he was first received upon 
h is arrival in the city. 
The new Presi­ 
dential mansion was not ready until 
after tiia removal of CongresB, when it 
became the residence of Governor Clin­ 
ton and afterward became the Custom 
House. 
It is related th at President W ashing­ 
ton and Vice-President Adams signed 
th e following at Philadelphia in Decem­ 
b er, 1787: 
I, G. W ., President of the United 
States of America, or I, J . A., Vice­ 
President of the United States of North 
A m erica (mutatis mutandis), do hereby 
jdedge my honor that whenever I per­ 
form the functions of my office 1 will be 
dressed properly in tbe manufactures of 
the United BUtes; and I do promise to 
pay to the Federal Clerk of tbe Assembly 
one silver dollar for every day that I 
«hall be discovered during the tim e 
aforesaid to be dressed in a hat, coat, 
w aistcoat, breeches, shirt, stockings or 
•shoes of foreign manufacture.—[N. Y.

THE NEW YORK FASHIONS 


A s R e p o r t e d b y t h e l - 'n a h lo n E d i t o r

Brocades are in great vogue for even­ 
ing dresses, especially those with the 
laurel w reath and other stiff set designs 
peculiar to fabrics worn during the First 
em pire. Tire low corsage is round this 
eeoson, w ith its edge (ailing just below 
th e ekirt, which »» passed over it and 
th en joined concealed by the wide em pire 
sash. The empire waists have lapped 
folds in 
front 
and 
back, and in 
tb e newest models these folds begin 
i n 
the upper part of tbe arm hole 
leaving only the high puffed sleeves on 
top of the arm s. Two folds, or at the 
-most three, are in each piece of the cor­ 
sage, and when these are crossed^ they 
leave a V space, which is filled in by 
•colored lisse or crape gathered in clusters 
of tucks across the top. This is prettily 


golden laureled leaves brocaded upon it, 
a green velvet hash and green lisse 
uuim pe; the deini-trained skirt (without 
a pad hustle and with very short steels) 
u«»8 a brocaded breadth straight in front, 
with green velvet «>n each side, finished 
with fringe at the hx t, while the 
back of the skirt is of the brocade. 
Another gown, of pale grayish blue peau 
de yoi, haB wreaths of leaves in old- 
ros; brocaded upon it; pink crape is 
shirred between the lapped folds of the 
waist, and the sleeves are very large 
pulls reaching half way to the elbow; 
the sash is of wild rose ribbon with satin 
stripes on gros grain ground. 
White net 
or lisse dotted with large nail heads of 
jet is used for the neck and sides of 
handsome 
black 
brocaded 
dresses. 
There are also all-black dresses of the 
satin striped moires, made up with 
fronts or sities of black net, dotted with 
black jet. 
A fringe across the foot of 
the front breadth is in keeping with the 
Em pire styles, and is seen on net and on 
silk also. 
W hite satin front breadths 
with a single wide flounce of lace across 
the foot are in skirtB of white brocade. 
New dresses for bridesmaids are of the 
softest repped Sicilionnes in rose pink, 
Nile green or yellow, combined with silk 
mull or with silk mull or with lisse em­ 
broidered in all-over designs in colors, 
usually small flowers, or else with a 
broader pattern. The empire style pre­ 
vails in these youthful gowns, with its 
round waist, high sleeves, wide sash 
and nearly straight skirt that nearly 
touches the ground, or is at most a very 
short dem i-train. 
A pretty effect is 
given by using transparent silk muslin of 
one color over silk of contras! ing color,thus 
over pink silk is yellow silk muslin softly 
draped, and trim m ed with a great deal 
of creamy lace in new designs like those 
of real point laces. These laces also 
form the entire skirt of the tridem aid’s 
gowns, and show at intervals between 
the separate breadths of a Directoire 
coat of white brocade of some quaint 
color, or else cf striped satin and gros 
grain, alternately of white Hatin with 
rose, green or blue repped stripes from 
an inch to two inches wide. The waist 
of these coats is round behind, with 
the fronts cut double-breasted, with skii ts 
sloping to the sides to show the whole 
front of the lace skirt beneath. The coat 
may be high in the neck, or it may be 
low and round, with revers turned down 
on the fro n t; it is then worn over a lace 
guimpe gathered high about tbe throat, 
and the sleeves are of lace iu soft puffs 
around tho arm . 
A soft sash of crape 
with fringed ends is then tied to hang 
low in front, and may begin uuder the 
arm s or else pass entirely around the 
waist, as best suits the wearer’s figure. 
Another simple fashion in girlish taste is 
that of having an 
accordion-) leated 
skirt of white 
wool, 
white net, or 
white 
C hina 
silk 
to 
wear under 
various 
coats 
or 
redingotes 
of 
brocade silk or of velvet. The coat 
may be half-long and of genuine Louis 
Quatorze shape, sloping away to show 
an em broidered waistcoat if the coat is 
velvet, or a lace vest with a brocaded 
coat. There are also light cuir-colored 
cam el’s hair coats embroidered or beaded 
alm ost over their whole surface. 
When 
a redingnote is used it may be of one of 
the satin-striped moirep, with the fronts 
of the waist cut off in jacket shape, and 
the vest is of the accordion-pleating 
used for the skirt, held by a wide gath­ 
ered or folded belt. 
Persian-figured 
brocades 
on 
white 
grounds are used for some of the new 
evening wraps in combination with dark 
velvet trimmed with fringe of the many 
colors of the fabric, and also white 
crinkled Chinese fur. Tho brocade is 
used for the long m antilla fronts and the 
short forms of the back, while the sides 
are of old-rose or green velvet edged with 
the white fur, leaving the fringe to cross 
the ends of the white m antilla fronts, 
which pass under the velvet, giving every 
pretty effect of double fronts. 
Long 
cloaks that cover the wearer entirely are 
of light cloth with fur fronts their entire 
length.having inside pieces of some light 
fur, which afford protection and com­ 
fort over the 
thin, 
low-necked ball 
dresses; pearl gray cloth cloaks with gilt 
and steel embroidery open over fronts of 
gray chinchilla, while blue fox fronts are 
on a blue plush cloak. 
Ruby plush 
cloaks are made up over glossy black 
Russian lamb-akin, and are trimmed 
with 
a 
great 
deal 
of 
passemen­ 
terie and a new heavy black guipure 
lace that 
has thick 
cords 
in 
it. 
W atteau cloaks are also new for even­ 
ing and carriage wear, made of dark bro­ 
caded silks th at are sometimes of change­ 
able colors, and there are Irish cloaks of 
dark brocade opening over plush fronts 
in bright contrasting shades, with a deep 
round hood lined with the gay plush. A 
special novelty is the black brocaded silk 
cloakB with tho fronts and hood lining of 
green plush, while an attractive W atteau 
wrap has shaded red and black brocade 
with some dark red plush for its facings. 
W orth makes the skirts of day dresses 
quite long this season—too long, indeed, 
for walking dresses—while his carriage 
toilettes rest on the tloor and are almost 
dem i-trained. The preference for green 
and for black is marked in every impor­ 
tation of street costumes, one of the fav­ 
orite shades, called empire green (also 
called reed green), being m uch used for 
the soft cloths of woolen gowns, while 
brocades and plain velvets appear in 
black costumes. The pale green cloths 
have folded 
lapped 
Empire 
waist 
with velvet sleeves, a broad belt of 
velvet across tho fronts, and a V-shaped 
ilastron w ith collar of velvet; the skirt 
ios inlaid fronts and sides of velvet, 
with some fringe and velvet across the 
foot. A simpler dress of darker Floren­ 
tine green wool haB selvage bands of dull 
red fleecy wool for trimmiug, and is 
made with a basque finished with box 
pleats behind, but with jacket-like front, 
ning over a soft vest and wide girdle 
lull red bengáline. The red selvage 
band is on the reverse of the jacket and 
its collar, also on revers cuffs which open 
on an inner Bleeve of gathered red ben­ 
galina. The skirt is without a pad bustle, 
but has two short steels and is trimmed 
with 
four rows of the red bands all 
around and eight or ten rows across the 
left side breadth, which is left uucovered 
by the apron drapery. In making waists 
of such dresses the front lining is merely 
an elongated round waist covered with 
the silk of the waiscoat set plainly in the 
shoulder seams, but fully gathered below 
the neck, and again below the bust, 
where it is thrust under the wide Empire 
belt; tbe jacket front, with its revers of 
the selvage border, is then set over this, 
covering its entire length from the shoul­ 
ders to the end. 
The richest black costumes have a 
skirt of velvet with a Directoire coat of 
brocade that has figures so large that oue 
design covers the entire breadth; this 
coat has the jacket front with revers now 
so fashionable, and slopes away on the 
sideB. 
In some models the velvet skirt 
has a breadth of brocade set down 
in front, 
while the sides 
are bor­ 
dered with 
Russian sable, or with 
the blue fox 
fur 
which 
has tbe 
stone grey tints now so fashionable; tbe 
black breadths of velvet show between 
the separate breadths of the brocaded 
coat, are usually four in number, hang­ 
ing very full and straight, and are long 
enough to rest on the floor. More youth 


hair have a lower skirt of red wool with 
a deep Persian border reaching almost 
up to the knees. The soft vest íh then 
ol the red wool, and the border is used 
for the revers of the jacket, the wide 
belt, collar and cuffs. 
Tan, gray, black and white gloves arc 
the only colors used in a fashionable 
woman’s outfit, and it is quite possible 
for her to be well gloved with all her 
various kinds of glovbs iu tan shades, 
very dark tan-color being used for the 
street in the daytime, and very light tan 
for evening. Gray gloves are worn with 
gray dresses, as are black also ; white 
gloves 
are 
now 
fashionable 
with 
white dresses, but light tan shades 
are oftener used even by bridesmaids. 
The undressed kid gloves of light quality 
with corded backs are the fashionable 
choice for visiting and carriage toilettes, 
but heavier kid gloves have wide stitch­ 
ing of self-color or of black, and are most 
used for morning walking toilettes and 
with tailor gowns of cloth. Some of these 
are fastened by four large buttons, while 
others are in the sac shape, w ithout an 
opening at the wrist. 
Evening 
gloves 
are 
as 
long 
as 
ever, 
and 
again 
reach 
to 
the 
lower 
edge of the short sleeves; they are 
in mousquetaire shape, and m ust be 
quite plain on the hack, being simply 
corded there. The “ drawn seam s,” with 
edges of the kid showing, are on stylish 
gloves, and are quite new on black 
gloves, showing white edges of the kid. 
Ladies’ riding gloves are now “ tilburied," 
that is, faced double inside the palms 
and fingers, just like those worn by men, 
and they may be short enough to require 
but oue button to fasten them , or Jong 
enough to require four buttons. 
Black stockings rem ain in favor for 
general wear, with high shoes in the 
daytime, and with low black shoes, but 
otherwise the stockings m atch the slip­ 
pers, w hether they are of tan-colored 
Suede, of gray Suede, or of bronze glacé 
kid. W ith evening toilettes the slippers 
are made of 
the dress 
m aterial— 
the rose brocade or the blue or yellow 
bicilienne, or peau de soie, trim m ed 
with Bilver or pearl buckles, and the 
stockings are silk of acolor to correspond. 
Parisiennes are again wearing red stock­ 
ings with the black toilettes now’ in fash­ 
ion ; they also wear low Bboes to match 
the dress, while the stockings are the 
color of its trimmings or of tbe fabric in 
combination with it, as tan stockings 
and black kid slippers are worn with the 
black and tan dresses now made of black 
brocaded silk combined with tan-colored 
cloth.

HOW ABOUT T H E CABINET * 


P « llt le la « i A lre a d y « p e c u la tin g ne 
t e H a r r l i o n 't A d v U t r * . 
The estate end vigilent politicians are 
eirsefiT beginning to figure on who will 
control General Harrison and make up 
his Cabinet íor him . Mr. H arrison is 
fortunate in having a great m any confi­ 
dential friends. 
H e has them in W ash­ 
ington, in Indiana, in Pennsylvania and 
New York. 
He has 
always 
been 
closely allied w ith machine politics. 
In Indiana he is regarded as the head 
of the machine. His friends are machine 
politicians, and General Harrison is not 
on record as having ever attacked m a­ 
chine politics. Therefore the make-up of 
his Cabinet, which is already discussed 
among politicians, is of the greatest im­ 
portance, for if General H arrison per­ 
m its the various States th a t benefited 
him at the Chicago Convention by forcing 
their delegations to vote for him to 
nam e 
Cabinet officers, and 
if 
he 
favors States which were regarded as 
Democratic and which honored him with 
their electoral vote his Administration 
will begin under a cloud. 
Who are Gen­ 
eral H arrison’s intim ates and who are 
m ^ i most likely to control him in the 
selection of his Cabinet? There is no 
denying the fact th at General llarrison 
received his 
nomination at Chicago 
through a bargain. Every one conver­ 
sant with politics is aware that bargains 
are next door to corruption. General 
H arrison’s friends, in order to capture 
certain 
delegations, did 
not 
hesi­ 
tate 
to 
make 
arrangements 
with 
the 
men 
who 
controlled 
certain 
delegations. 
Thus, 
for 
instance. 
Mr. Thomas C. Platt, of New York, who 
unquestionably dictated to the delegation 
of New York State how it should vote, 
will control all the Federal patronage of 
th at State, and have the naming of a 
Cabinet officer. Mr. Blaine will certain­ 
ly be Secretary of State, if he lives, a 
fact that will not be at all palatable to 
the politicians of New York, who remem­ 
ber his treachery to Coukling during the 
brief andl painful existence of the Gar­ 
field Administration. 
General Harrison is regarded by poli 
ticians outside of Indiana as very much 
the same kind of man as General Gar­ 
field—pliable, ductile and credulous. He 
is a man who boasts that he_ is in the 
hands of his friends, and who is willing 
to surrender a good deal to please men to 
whom he is under obligations. 
The 
close relations between the Vice-Presi­ 
dent elect, Mr. Morton, and Mr. Platt, 
and the fact th at General Harrison’s 
friends begged Mr. Platt to put Mr. Mor­ 
ton on the ticket with the Indianian, 
have led 
disinterested 
politicians to 
believe that the future Secretary of the 
Treasury will be a man selected by 
M r. Platt, but really named by Mr. 
Morton. 
It is no secret that the once- 
friendly relations between General Ar­ 
th u r and Mr. Morton were strained when 
the former refused to appoint Charles E. 
Coon Secretary of the Treasury after 
Judge Folger’s death. Mr. Coon was at 
the time Assistant Secretary of 
the 
Treasury. 
He had started in the Treas­ 
ury as a $700 a year clerk and lias 
worked his way up as Judge Folger’s 
assistant. He was considered to be in 
every way capable of filling the position. 
It 
was 
through 
his 
sagacity and 
enterprise that 
millions 
of 
our 4 
per 
cent. 
bonds 
were 
marketed 
in London when they could hardly 
find a m arket in this country. 
But Gen­ 
eral A rthur appointed Judge Gresham as 
Judge Folger’s successor, and Mr. Mor­ 
ton, who bad largely benefited by the 
refunding operations of 
the Govern­ 
m ent, was disappointed and chagrined. 
Now, however, Mr. Coon’s chances for a 
Cabinet office are believed to be very 
close to Mr. Morton. 
He is one of Mr. 
P latt’s moet 
particular friends. 
He 
openly proclaimed in the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel last May th a t General Harrison 
wonld be the nominee of the Republican 
E 
*ty at Chicago. H e is interested with 
r. Morton in many enterprises in 
the Northwest. General 
Harrison 
íb 
known to have alluded to him in 
term s of the warmest commendation. 
There is no question but that the Secre­ 
taryship of the Treasury will go to New 
York. That portfolio, next to the Secre­ 
taryship of State, which is pledged to Mr. 
Blaine, is the moet im portant in the gift 
of the President. 
New York is entitled 
to it above any other State for the glory 
it has achieved for the Republican ticket 
in the present campaign. 
Mr. Thomas 
O. Platt will name the Secretary of the 
Treasury, and the new Vice-President, 
who is known to have contributed any­ 
where from half a million to a million of 
dollars, will have considerable to say as 
to who th at Secretary will be. There is 
but one choice among the New York 
politicians. 
The only nam e mentioned is that of 
M r. Goon. It is possible, however, that 
M r. H arrison’s kitchen cabinet may op­ 
pose M r. Coon and decide upon John 
Sherman, and a curious state of politics 
is exposed by this opposition to the New 
York candidate. 
The Indiana Republi­ 
cans take the the position th a t the New 
Y ork politicians are governed more by 
desire to impress the country that New 
Y ork should have the nomination of

War under Gen. G rant, it is not unlikely 
that Mr. Harrison will compliment him 
in the 
same 
capacity 
instead 
of 
Joseph R. Hawley, whose friends are 
already putting him in training for this 
position. 
As for the officers, Secretary 
of the Navy, Secretary of the Interior, 
Postmaster-General and Attorney-* »en- 
eral, Mr. Harrison will have ample time 
between now and next March to make 
his selections from the numerous Repub­ 
lican patriots who reside between Lake 
Erie and the Pacific Ocean. 
The name 
of 
George F. Hoar is conspicuously 
•ushed for Attorney-General by the 
’uritans 
of 
Massachusetts. 
W arner 
Miller’s 
name 
is mentioned 
as 
a 
possible 
candidate 
for 
Postmaster- 
General, 
but 
it 
is 
moet 
likely 
that Mr. fille r will be honored with a 
post abroad, either at St. Jam es, Paris or 
Berlin. The valuable services that Le- 
land Stauford and his fellow colleagues 
of the Pacific railroads of California ren­ 
dered the Republican cause will be re­ 
ciprocated bv the appointment of one of 
their chosen friends to a position in the 
Cabinet. 
Altogether, the next three 
months will afford the politicians abund­ 
ant opportunities to speculate upon the 
manner in which General Harrison will 
disburse the many positions, im portant 
and insignificant, which will be in bis 
giving after the 4th of next M arch.—[N. 
Y. World. 


MUST LOW ER T H E T A R IFF. 


th e enormous patronage wielded by 
the Secretary of State will enable an un­ 
scrupulous politician to manipulate the 
New York delegation for the choice of 
the m an who m anipulated them . The 
Indianians assert th at the New York 
Republicans were desirous of having 
Indiana go Democratic this fall in order 
to show th at the chances of Republican 
success in a Presidential campaign were 
n ea ter in the hands of an Eastern man 
than a W estern.

th e Republican view, is of not so much 
oonaequence as New York State, as the 
recent election has shown, and it is safe 
to assume that whatever Mr. Platt de­ 
sires in the way of Cabinet appointments 
ha will have. Another State Which will 
have a Cabinet office is Pennsylvania. 
This is conceded in view of the im portant 
value and subatantial services rendered 
to Mr. H arrison’s campaign by such en­ 
thusiastic party workers as Andrew Car- 
John W anam aker, Senator Matt 
, Don Cameron, Tom Cooper and 
¿seds. Mr. Carnegie is too close to 
Mr. Blaine, however, to expect much 
polltioal preferm ent, and w hatever John 
Waaamsksr m ay have done will make 
vary little difference to Mr. Harrison 
after the letter’s inauguration.

W illiam W alter Phelps was seen last 
night by a World reporter at his home 
in WeBt Englewood, N. J., comfortably 
lounging in a big easv-chair, apparently 
at peace with the world and content with 
the result of the election. 
He expressed 
his mind freely in reference to the Na­ 
tional contest, and what to him was its 
significance. Said h e : 
“ To me the result seemed assured from 
the outset. Cleveland invited defeat by 
raising the tariff issue. 
Harrison was 
elected on the auestion of protection or 
free trade, and f do not see how the re­ 
sult could have been otherwise. That 
fatal cry of ‘free trade’ killed the Demo­ 
cratic party. The fight was one of prin­ 
ciples and not of candidates. In my own 
experience 
on 
the stump I found 
that 
the people 
wanted 
to 
hear 
a 
discussion 
of 
the 
tariff 
ques­ 
tion. 
The speakers devoted themselves 
to this issue, and only introduced the 
personality of the candidates to break 
the monotony. The Democrats made a 
great mistake to raise the question at 
all, and having made that mistake they 
made another in their management of 
the campaign. They should not have 
brought free trade speakers from the 
South to address Northern voters. They 
would have done much better to have 
brought out men like Randall and Eaton 
as campaign orators.” 
‘‘Do you think the result would have 
been different had not the tariff issue 
not been raised.” 
Had the trriff question not been 
raised notliiDg could have 
prevented 
Cleveland's re-election. 
No Republican 
candidate could have stemmed the tide 
in the President’s favor. 
He would have 
gone in again with scarcely a struggle for 
victory.” 
How do you account for the Republi­ 
can victory in New York, while Con­ 
necticut and New Jersey went Demo­ 
cratic?” 
“ The tariff issue was stronger in New 
York than in either of the other States. 
The liquor interests carried New Jersey, 
and the Democrats won a complete vic­ 
tory. They will have a majority of three 
on joint ballot in the Legislature. While 
the Republicans made large gains in the 
southern counties, these were overcome 
in the counties where the large cities are 
and aloDg the coast. 
The Democratic 
majorities were rolled up in Monmouth 
county, where Long Branch is situated, 
in Newark, Jersey City and Paterson. 
The liquor question was stronger in these 
places than the protection question. 
“ I look upon the success in New York 
as very largely due to the noble efforts of 
W arner Miller. While he personally was 
fighting an almost hopeless battle, he 
worked for the success of the National 
ticket as of param ount importance. 
He 
did much for the cause of protection, and 
it is a pity that his efforts were not re­ 
warded with personal success. 
“ In Connecticut and in all New Eng­ 
land, in fact, I do not think Protection as 
strong an issue as in New York. 
The 
manufacturing industries of these States 
are so old and firmly established that 
they do not require much protection. 
These, to my mind, are the reasons why 
New York went Republican while New 
Jersey and Connecticut did not.” 
“ How about the Democratic gains in 
W estern Republican States?” 
“ As in New England, the protection 
question is not so strong in the W est, al­ 
though for different reasons. 
In the 
W estern States there are not so many 
manufacturing interests which require 
protection, and the cry of ‘Free Trade’ 
did not mean so much with them . 
Be­ 
sides this, I look upon Democratic gains 
in the West as a protest against the pres­ 
ent inequalities of the tariff. They wish 
to see these corrected, and the Mills bill 
did not create the alarm that it did in 
the other States.” 
‘Do you really believe that Demo­ 
cratic success would have meant a tend­ 
ency to freee trade?” 
“ The 
Democratic 
party 
certainly 
tended that way. 
Cleveland permitted 
his champions to come from the South 
where 
the 
free-trade sentim ent 
if 
strongest. 
The speeches in the House 
of Representatives made by Mr. Mills, 
and his entire record, show him to be a 
free-trader. 
The people 
understand 
this, and consequently his Northern 
speeches made Republican votes. 
H ar­ 
rison’s Buccess insures the safety of pro­ 
tection a9 an American doctriue.” 
“ Do you think the Lord Sackville inci­ 
dent had any material influence on the 
result?” 
'Theoretically it should have had, but 
practically I think it did not. The Irish 
vote, which would mainly have been 
affected by it, was not wavering, as it 
was four years ago, but had about all 
gone back to the Democratic party.” 
“ W hat is your opinion of Cleveland’s 
action regarding Lord Sackville?” 
“ That I do not care to express.” 
“ W hat íb your opinion o f Cleveland’s 
Administration ?” 
“ It has been w hat was to be expected 
of an ignorant but honest man. 
His 
statesmanship has not been broad, and 
he has shown that his knowledge of poli­ 
tics is not extensive. The Democratic 
•arty had no other course than to follow 
•is leadership, and hence he is responsi­ 
ble for its defeat.” 
' 
'W hat effect do you think the change 
in Administration will have upon the 
country?” 
I think it will be beneficial, and that 
business interests generally will exper­ 
ience a boom. Harrison will m ake a 
good President. He is able, conserva­ 
tive and unambitious. 
He has a too 
positive character to be the fool of any 
m an, and he will not subm it to dictation. 
H e is not a man be easily influenced 
from w hat he considers the nght.” 
“ How firmly, in your opinion, will 
this victory intrench the Republicans in 
power?”

W ithin a few days sm all w hitish apota, 
which look like nlcc-rs. form on th e back of the 
throat and about th e root of th e tongue. If the 
attack be m ild, these aphthous points disap­ 
pear at th e end of th ree or four days, but when 
more severe they leave behind them superficial 
ulcers. When th e acute inflam m ation is not 
en tire ly rem oved it is likely to degeneate into 
a chronic form, and gradually develop w hat is 
called granular disease, or it m ay end in an 
abscess of the tonsil glands, or cause chronic 
enlargem ent of th e touBila and elongation of 
the uvnls. 
CHRONIC 80KK THROAT. 
This like nearly all affections of th e throat 
aud note, usually begins w ith a severe oold, 
and is alm ost always attended with a hoarse 
ness. It la more frequently a m ere extension 
o f catarrh or sore throat than an original dis­ 
ease. the irritation escaping down aud fixing 
itself upon the delicate organism of th is part, 
and thence gradually jo urneying onw ard tu 
the luugs. When it occurs as a conseqt euce of 
catarrh or sore throat, the sym ptom s are com ­ 
paratively m ild. There may be pain but it is 
more common to find only a sense of tickling 
w hich provokes cough. Many com plain of a 
sem atlon as of “ som ething sticking th ere," to 
get rid ol w hich they keep u p a rasping effort 
to clear the w indpipe. The voice is always 
m ore or less affected, being rough in th e early 
stage, but more feeble after th e disease ia fully 
established. There 16 often a slight tenderness 
over th at prom inence of th e neck know n as the 
“ Apple of Adam ” (Fom nm Adam ), a h eat and 
a sense of tightness aud frequently som e slight 
difficulty in Bwailowlng. 
The causea w hich produce this form of dis­ 
ease are various. It arises iu clergym en and 
public speakers and others from too violent 
use of the voice. The vocal cords becom e ex ­ 
hausted and lose their tone from straining and 
overuse. Dust and all irritatin g m atters in the 
air are liable to be drawn in to th e w indpipe 
aud produce in-itation. It is m ore often a 
m ere sequel to sore throat, th e lnflam m atiou 
extending down to the larnyx by reason of the 
continuity of m ucous m em brane. 
B ut from 
w hatever cause it arises it is 
always a serious m alady. The chronic form 
threatens the com plete destruction 
of the 
voice, aud rarely ends un til it has involved 
the lung6 in disease. Every slight cold, every 
change in the weather, every flight of duBt, 
feeds the irritation and increases th e inveter­ 
acy of its hold. 
On the other hand chronic laryngitis fre­ 
quently occurs as a sequel of consum ption, 
and Is produced, or at least very m uch aggra­ 
vated, by th e irritation of th e expectorated 
m atter. O ccurring as a consequence of tuber­ 
cles, it Is one of the most distressing com plica 
tions and adds greatly to th e p atient's distress. 
In th is form there is m ore or less qlceratiou of 
th e vocal chordB. beglnuing on th e low er side 
and grauually extending upw ard. Theae ulcers 
often penetrate throcgh the m ucous and cellu­ 
lar m em branes, involving th e m uscular tissue 
and not infrequently attaek the ligam ents and 
cartilages them selves. 
W hen th e laryngeal disease is secondary to 
th at of the lungs, and dependent upon it. we 
can only hope to effect a cure by those m eans 
w hich will rem ove its cause, and these we 
have considered, and shall m ore fully consider, 
u nder the head of "C onsum ption.’’ 
In addition 
to 
inflam m ation, 
acute or 
chronic, the larynx is liable to abscesses, to 
w arty growths and to 
polipi. 
U nder the 
action of long continued Irritation th e vocal 
cords become thickened, rendering th e voice 
husky and indistinct. 
A nd again, we may 
have com plete losa of voice from palay of the 
cords, constituting an affection know n to the 
B 
hysiciana by th e term of “ A phonia." Unless 
10 rem edies are applied to th e seat of the 
disease it is useless to try to effect a cure. It is 
for th is reason th at judicious inhalations are 
successful when all other m eans have been 
tried w ithout avail. 
TONSILITIS 
Ib an acute inflam m ation o i th e tonsils, 
w hich consists of a collection or m ass of sm all 
m ucous follicles or glands whose office ia to 
secrete a portion of th e finid w hich keeps the 
th ro at m oist. There are persons w ho suffer 
every w inter, 
som etim es oftener, w ith an 
attack of acute inflam m ation of these glanda. 
The trouble begins with a slight soreness and 
swelling, which gradually increases u n til the 
set of swallowiug is attended w ith great suffcr- 


glands are som etimes affected by a 
chronic inflam m ation, and are found enlarged 
an d very m uch hardened. 
In such cases they 
secrete a th in , 
unhealthy, irritatiu g fluid, 
w hich is spread over the throat, perpetuating 
the disease. In the throats of m any young 
persons these glands are perm anently go large 
as to render respiration exceedingly difficult. 
The defective breathing 
of 
children thus 
affected often occasions contraction of the 
clibBt, and lays th e foundation (or consum p­ 
tion. The eustachian tubes (the m onths of 
w hich are just above the palate) are often In­ 
flamed, and partial deafness Ib th e result. 
Many p a tle u tB B u ffb rln g from a th ro at dls 
ease are dyspeptic, a u d Buffer from depression 
of spirits. So often does tn ls sym ptom present 
itself th at it may alm ost be regarded as one of 
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th e peculiar ties. Persons th u s afflicted have 
usually the dark and dingy look of th e face 
which deuotes functional derangem ent of the 
liver 
They are frequently em aciated, nerv­ 
ous. hypocnroudriacal, irritab le aud often ex­ 
hausted from other causes, iu com bination 
w ith this disease. 


GRANULAR SORE THROAT 
la th e m ost serious form oi rnroat disease. It is 
so called because on looking into th e throat 
granulations of various sizes are seen, studding 
the m em brane and causing it to appear rough 
an d uneven. 
Sometimes these granulations 
appear in pate jes. but generally they are regu­ 
lar and distinct. W hen allowed to progress the 
m ucous follicles oi the larynx soon becom e in­ 
volved, and then we have added to th e other 
sym ptom s a huskiuess of th e voice in speaking 
or reading aloud, with a frequent effort to clear 
th e w indpipe, by w hich a thick, sticky, bluish- 
colored m ucous is forced off w ith considerable 
difficulty. The transition from a sim ple to a 
granular sore throat is very easy. The patient 
beoomes conscious of vexatious titlllatlon, pro­ 
ducing a det-ire to clear th e throat several tim es 
during the course of the day. He m ay not no­ 
tice this hlm aelf, but it is, nevertheless, ob­ 
served by his friends. Some m onths later this 
disposition Ib found to have increased, and to 
be attended w ith an occasional desire to swal­ 
low, th e p atien t—to use his own words—feeling 
som ething sticking in his throat.

he intended to take it or not.

in his tobacco. 
lie told the story of 
An8chlag’s death as related by the H e r­ 
ald at the tim e, and said that Frank 
Fray had smuggled poison into the 
prison.

Last Sunday week, says the Natal 
(South Africa) Witness, one of the most 
remarkable ecenes on record is reported 
as having been witnessed in the vicinity 
of Table Mountain. A troop of cattle, 
consisting of twelve cows and a patri­ 
archal ola bull, were grazing on one of 
the plateau-like spurs of the mountain, 
which is surronnaed on three sides by 
precipitous ravines and on the fourth 
side, that hearest the mountain, by 
dense bush. 
Some natives higher up 
the mountain were attracted by the 
sudden bellowing of the cattle, and 
saw two enormous 
pythons coming 
nut of the bush 
and 
making for 
the cattle, which had drawn them ­ 
selves up in a compact group, the bull 
at its head. 
As the pythons drew near 
the animals gradually backed till they 
stood on a small space that jutted out 
over a tremendous precipice. 
At this 
stage a sudden rush was made, but only 
one heifer succeeded in escaping. The 
other cattle lowing in the most piteous 
manner, gradually backed and one by 
one fell over the precipice, till finally 
only the bull was left. 
He suddenly 
charged at the biggest python, transfix­ 
ing the reptile ou his horns, but the 
second snake seized the hull in its folds 
and, 
having 
its 
tail 
around 
a 
huge bowlder, commenced to crush 
the bull, which, 
moaning 
piteously 
struggled frantically to escape. The tail 
of the python lost its hold of the rock, 
but the larger snake, which had slipped 
off the horn, lapping its tail around a 
smaller bowlder opposite the one the 
other snake had just released, seized the 
bull and compressed the anim al in its 
scaly folds. The other python succeeded 
in regaining its former position and the 
bull was literally suspended in mid-air 
by the snakes. 
The whole scene looked 
like some ghastly trium phal arch. The 
snakes 
were 
evidently 
getting 
the 
best of the poor brute, which was bleed­ 
ing profusely, when, by a sudden effort, 
his struggles forced both reptiles to 
loose their hold of the recks, and the 
whole three were hurled into the ravine 
beneath. The cattle were found on the 
first ledge of the precipice, all being 
dead, but the bull and the pythons had 
bounded from ledge to ledge, and were 
fonnd 400 feet below the scene of the 
fight. The bull was merely a mangled 
mass, and the snakes were greatly m uti­ 
lated, the larger one having the vertebre 
broken in nine places.

which were of the rock species, were 
male and female, and measured respec­ 
tively 40 feet 3 inches, and 36 feet 
inches.
